HE number of complaints from buyers of secondhand cars who have bee. 
deceived by the total mileage recorded on the speedometer shows that this 
form of deception, whether or not it is unwitting, is prevalent. Our advice 

has always been that judgment of a car should be made from trial and survey. and 
the total mileage figure regarded as confirmation of the impressions gained. Of 
these three sources of information, the survey, when undertaken by a competent 
engineer, is easily the best. 

Mileage recorders can vary for several reasons. The mechanism of the instr 
ment is not infallible; the instrument itself may have been changed or repaired 
with inadvertent resetting to zero; it may have “gone round once” and be on it 
second climb to maximum, and, of course, it may have been deliberately reset 
order to deceive. 

Only the exceptional black sheep in trade circles are guilty of this practice 
but that there are some is indisputable; a mechanically minded private owner is 
equally able to deceive in this manner. No easy safeguard can be provided against 
him, unfortunately, and those who purchase privately must judge both man and 
vehicle before putting their money down. The trade offender, however, could 
easily be stopped, for he has an organization with considerable restrictive powers 
in the B.M.T.A. If this body added to its Covenant stop list any trader found 
guilty of falsifying total mileages it would earn more gratitude from the motorist 
than it has sometimes done over its activities. 

To the experienced motorist, the total mileage has, in any case, a limited valu 
but to the inexperienced it is pre-eminently important. Our advice to the novice 
who purchases at to-day’s used car prices must always be to have his choice surveyed 
by an engineer.

Y the time these words appear in print, the celebrated Indianapolis 500 Miles 
Race will have been run, and as the result ticks over the tapes the time 
opportune for comment. Curiously enough, this race, held by the most 

go-ahead country in the world, is an anachronism, for it is the only surviving track 
event of its calibre, and as such it is even less able to “improve the breed” than 
are the road circuit Grands Prix of Europe. 

It is this difference in type of race that makes impossible the comparison between 
European and American racing cars. While there is no doubt that the machines 
which hurtle round the brick track at speeds in the neighbourhood of 130 m.p.h 
are first-class engineering designs, their entry, unmodified, for a European Grand 
Prix would result only in farce; but likewise, the entry of European G.P. car: 
unmodified, at Indianapolis brings much the same result. 

Indianapolis cars are designed to go fast all the time; brakes and gears are rarely 
used and corners are not sharp. As a result, 4} litres unsupercharged has lately 
become almost a sine gua non; in Europe there are nearly always slow corners and 
some gradient, and as a result 1} litres supercharged attracts with accelerative 
potentialities. But the mastery of the blown half of the formula over here is not 
complete, for Ferraris, and also Talbots, have shown that the unblown 4} can still 
win G.P.s. 

We should like to see a race in which American racing cars and European G.P. 
cars could compete on equal terms, and it is good that American drivers (not, 
admittedly, Indianapolis drivers) are being attracted by such races as Le Mans. 
The more this international sporting rivalry extends the better, and additional rivalry 
in racing machinery of Grand Prix calibre is very much needed.

The pump is directly coupled to the 
engine and has an adjustable swash-plate by means of which 
the stroke of its pistons can be varied from zero to maximum 
Che motor is an identical swash-plate device coupled to the 
propeller-shaft, but no adjustment is provided so that the 
troke of the motor pistons is fixed. 

A simple control of the pump swash-plate enables any 
peed and torque ratio from zero to infinity to be obtained 
In theory this is true, but in practice there would be no 
value in a speed reduction of 1,000 to 1, and such a ratio 
would probably never be attained owing to internal losses 
through clearance leakages under the enormous pressures 
that would be built up. Indeed, even at normal conversion 
ratios it is probable that the high internal pressures would 
heavy construction and extreme precision of 
manufacture. By progressive control of the pump swash- 
plate the smoothest possible take-up or clutch effect and 
nfinitely variable ratio control can be obtained 

Automatic clutch action and change of torque ratio can 
be effected by utilizing the pressure variations in the ducts 
between the pump and motor cylinders, while it is quite 
simple to arrange for over-drive and for reversal of direc- 
tion. In short, this type of hydraulic torque converter 
ippears to have all the desirable features. Where weight 
and cost are of relatively little consequence, as for moving 
1 naval gun turret, such mechanisms find application. But 
various patents notwithstanding, they have not reached the 
1utomotive field 

One cannot leave the subject of transmissions without 
a reference to those many schemes, also reflected in in- 
numerable patent specifications, that claim to provide 
infinitely variable gearing from a simple epicyclic train 
A common type consists of a sun pinion driven by the 
engine and another but larger sun concentric with the first

and mounted on the output shaft; a carrier supports a 
number of planet wheel clusters meshing with both suns. 

A mechanical coupling locking the planet carrier to the 
driven sun causes the complete assembly to run as a solid 
unit, giving “top gear.” On the coupling being disengaged 
no torque is transmitted from one sun to the other since 
there is no reaction to prevent the planet gears from driving 
their carrier idly backwards. When the carrier is locked 
against such rotation, however, it becomes a fixed reaction 
member in which the planet clusters revolve on their 
spindles and transmit torque from the input sun to the 
output sun. 

Usually the planet carrier is held by a friction brake and, 
by allowing this device to slip, so permitting the planet 
carrier to rotate slowly backwards, an infinitely variable 
speed ratio is obtainable. But the torque ratio cannot be 
lower than that determined by the diameters of the gear 
wheels in the epicyclic train—usually not lower than 4 to 1 
Slippage of the friction brake absorbs torque internally so 
that only a part of the input effort reaches the output. The 
device obviously is not an infinitely variable torque con- 
verter, no matter how ingeniously the slippage is controlled; 
for example, it has been suggested that the planet carrier 
can be restrained by means of an oil pump which it drives. 
If the pump output is unrestricted the planet carrier 
revolves backwards and no torque is transmitted. Closure 
of a control valve stops the oil flow and brings the carrier

to rest; slight opening of the valve allows the carrier to 
creep backwards slowly. The effect is that of an infinitely 
variable speed ratio related to the amount of oil flow per- 
mitted. But unless the reaction member of the epicyclic 
unit is held by complete closure of the control valve, torque 
is lost in forcing oil through the restriction. The maximum 
torque multiplication obtainable cannot be greater than th« 
ratio of the toothed gearing and any lower speed ratio 
obtained by slippage of the reaction member is reflected 
in reduced torque at the output shaft. 

A somewhat similar and much more elaborate device is 
to control the epicyclic reaction member by means of a 
friction gear or hydro-mechanical mechanism which drives 
it at varying speed or more truly restrains its rate of back- 
ward revolution. Obviously this is using part of the input 
torque to supply the reaction which would otherwise be 
provided by the case enclosing the mechanism, and its fixing 
in the chassis, thereby reducing the torque transmitted to 
the output shaft, although giving a progressively variable 
speed ratio. In industrial applications transmissions of this 
type are used successfully in mechanisms where trans- 
mission efficiency is not so important as wide variation of 
speed ratio. But it is safe to regard with considerable 
doubt any mechanism suggested as a car transmission for 
which infinitely variable ch: eristics are claimed 
comprises only a single epicyclic train

BODY of men on whom the future of 
£1 motoring depends meets annually for 
lunch at the Dorchester Hotel, London, 
but it is doubtful if more than a score 
of motorists know that the function is 
taking place. They are the members of 
the Federation of Coated Macadam In- 
dustries, and they and their guests are the 
highway engineers of Britain. The 500 
or so who lunched on May 25 formed as 
mpressive a cross-section of the Britain 
which matters as this journal sees in the 
course of many such functions. They are 
men who build—with bulldozers, steam 
shovels and rollers; to whom a 3,000-yard 
runway, blasted by jet exhausts, is an ex- 
hilarating problem, and to whom coated 
macadam means industrial progress. Eight 
and a half million tons of it were used in 
1950

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PLASTICS REPLACE CHROMIUM 


ECAUSE nickel is now very short, 

and is the base for chromium 
plating, a good deal of research is being 
made into alternative finishes for the 
detail work on cars. The fresh sparkle 
of chromium, provided that it is not used 
too lavishly, does do a lot to make a car 
look smart, even when the paintwork is 
somewhat travel-stained. But when 
necessity demands a reduction in the 
extent to which chromium plating is used, 
it becomes evident that the reduction can, 
in fact, be made without sacrificing too 
much of the crispness of appearance. 
For example, the Morris Minor and the 
Morris Oxford have recently had their 
chromium surface areas reduced by a 
very considerable percentage, yet it can- 
not be said that the outward smartness 
of the car has suffered to any noticeable 
extent from the use of painted radiator 
grilles and hub plates. 

At first sight the use of plastic mould- 
ing is an obvious line of approach. But 
such a change cannot be made without 
first giving careful consideration to cer- 
tain aspects besides appearance. The 
British car of today is sold all over the 
world, and has to be proof against rough 
usage in many climates and under 
arduous conditions. That means a very 
wide range in temperature, from cold 
below zero to tropical sun and heat. But 
in the present stage of development the 
plastic materials are apt to become hard 
and brittle under intense cold, and soft 
and malleable under heat. So _ the 
use of plastic mouldings on the car has 
to be confined to places which are not 
exposed and where extremes of tempera- 
ture are not quite so liable, which 1s in- 
side rather than outside the body 

The use of plastic or synthetic paints 
on surfaces is a different proposition 
Because they are applied to metal, they 
are reinforced and are not so liable to 
damage. Such finishes can stand up 
satisfactorily on exterior coachwork 
Hence there is likely to be in the near 
future a lesser amount of chromium

his concern was naturally with the airfields 
on which the revitalized R.A.F. is to 
operate.

But the 
U.S.A. figures should be paralleled in this 
country in ten to 15 years: “ That is the 
blueprint for the highway system,” which, 
he said, must be extended three or four 
times. There lay the future, and provision 
for it was a matter of primary importance.

Civil Engineers, said that he had no reason 
to dispute that statement. Indeed, he 
thought it might be conservative. He con-

plating and a greater use of paint 
finishes on such items as radiator grilles, 
hub plates and so forth. Another change 
on the Morris cars is the use of stainless 
steel instead of chromium-plated metal 
for window frames. This has a definite 
advantage, because the metal is the same 
all the way through, and where joints or 
sharp edges occur there is no likelihood 
of a growing faultiness of appearance, 
which can occur when chromium peels 
away or becomes polished off. 

These changes, however, are of a some- 
what floating character, designed to meet 
the needs of the moment. It is possible 
that plastic and synthetic materials may 
soon be scarce also. The same remark 
applies to stainless steel. 


London Parking 

WORKING party has been ap- 
+2 pointed to consider the recom- 
mendation made by the London and 
Home Counties Traffic Advisory Com- 
mittee in regard to car parking in the 
Metropolis. The committee is charged 
to formulate detailed proposals for their 
application.

How important is perhaps best illus- 
trated by a cocktail comment made to The 
Autocar by Brigadier C. E, A. Browning, 
deputy engineer-in-Chief to the War 
Office “We depend on these people,” he 
remarked, “to see that we can move the 
vehicles which rearmament amounts to; 
we depend on them to get us moving 
again if the result of enemy attack 
approaches the level of paralysis.” 

Road transport in London, and in other 
big cities, is within sight of paralysis even 
in peacetime conditions. Motorists 
depend on these same men to get them 
moving again and to free the flow of 
the traffic lifeblood of an industrial nation 
It seems incredible that an industrially 
minded Government cannot see the neces- 
sity for lowering the starting flag; the 
stagnation in road construction is such 
that Dr. Glanville confessed that even 
scientific experiment in adhesive bindings 
for macadam was being held up because 
road construction was insufficient for the 
necessary test surfaces to be laid.

HE Fiat 500 has been the most popular small car in 

Italy ever since it first appeared at the end of 1936, 

and although numerous post-war prototypes have

HINGS haven’t changed much at 
the hub of the U.S.A. automo- 
tive industry since I was here 

three years ago, yet when my cab 
drove out of the railway station there 
was something “ different” about those 
wide Detroit streets. “It’s the D.S.R. 
strike,” my driver explained. “‘They’ve 
been off a week already and it looks 
like they'll never agree.” D.S.R. stands 
for Detroit Street Railways, a public 
utility concern, city owned, which in- 
cludes all buses and trams. A 30 per 
cent increase in car traffic made it 
possible from the strike outset for 
the average worker to thumb a ride to 
his job, with the result that absentee- 
ism has made no serious inroads on 
production.

[63406.}—I have read with interest the letters to the Editor 
for some time now, and it may be that you will not mind a 
few ideas and facts from a Yank. 

I can understand how a change in lighting arrangement of 
head lamps would cause much trouble, but I am sure that if 
you people stick to the two-filament type you will find it is 
a much better way of lighting. We have been using this for 
a good many years and find that it is very safe to drive by. 
The only drawback is the drivers who refuse to dip, but pea- 
brain drivers of this type will always be with us. 

I have been the owner of three Austins and one Fiat, and 
have found them very good cars, and good fun to own. I now 
have a 1949 Nash 600. To date it has done 27,000 miles, and 
my expenses so far are: one set of points, one new voltage 
regulator and one brake reline. Cost for all about $35.00. I 
change oil every 2,000 miles, adding one quart (U.S.) at around 
1,500 miles; the car has required this since new, so there is 
really no sign of extra consumption. 

On a trip to San Francisco a te weeks back I required one 
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quart of oil after the 1,684-mile trip 5 ay the fuel worked out 
at 23.2 m.p.g. My driving speed on open road (and there 
is plenty of it between here and S.F.) a sr from 55 to 70 
m.p.h. In one hour I checked off 61 miles by the state mile posts. 

My car weighs 3,100 pounds, has 82 h.p. and overdrive, and 
its cost was near £360. My family and I find the “ Dream Boat” 
ride that Englishmen object to very much to our liking. We 
have covered over 600 miles in a day. without becoming over- 
tired; on a well-engineered road the car will roll for hours with- 
out any undue effort from the driver. I expect to drive this 
car 100,000 miles (as do many Americans, believe it or not) and 
if I am as happy with it then as I am now I shall buy another 
Nash (plus an M.G., I hope). 

Oh yes, do not ask me about the bed that Nashes are noted 
for, because I have never tried mine. The “ weather-cye” 
heating is the best I have ever seen; you can set it and forget 
it all winter. 

I would like to say that I look forward to The Autocar every 
week. I like every part of it. More Road Tests, if possible

INSURANCE 
Dangers of Cheap Policies 


[63409.]—There are several points made by your correspondent 
[63381] with which I entirely agree. However, in suggesting 
that those of your readers who resent the increased insurance 
premiums should seck cheaper rates I feel he is treading on 
somewhat dangerous ground and at the same time giving 
advice which your readers might have cause to regret taking. 

There are three factors which have forced all the leading 
offices to increase their rates: (1) The constantly increasing 
awards being made to third ies by the Courts. (2) The 
constantly increasing costs of labour and materials in carrying 
out repairs to damaged vehicles. (3) The vulnerability of post- 
war cars to serious damage from even t impact. 

As regards the first factor there is little the motorist can 
do to lessen these awards = yt from casien a smaller number 
of road accidents. The cost of the second factor is beyond 
the control of the insurance companies. The third factor is 
where the manufacturer could assist the motorist. It is now 
a well-known fact that if a chassis-less car is involved in even 
At, ~ ff tt, Ff 
the entire body of the car so that, instead of ww Fe 
to meet the cost of replacing a wing, a major body-building 
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has to be done to restore the shape of the car to ensure that 
it will at least steer in a straight line 

The majority of insurance companies publish each year details 
of their motor accounts and, to take one well-known office at 
random, I note that in two years out of three it made a sub- 
stantial loss. The year in which a profit was made gave a figure 
of only 0.1 per cent! 

It must be quite apparent that the increase was forced on 
the companies, both tariff and non-tariff, if they were to main- 
tain a standard giving a proper and fair claims settlement. 

I think it very certain that even those companies not in- 
creasing their premiums immediately will be forced to do so 
in the very near future. The only way a reduction in premiums 
can come about is when a substantial reduction in the cost 
of claims occurs. 

I can still remember some of the serious consequences which 
arose from the failures of companies trying to operate cheap 
insurance before the war and while there have been no failures 
since the war the possibility is not eliminated of it happening 
again if the premium income cannot cover the losses and the 
reserve is insufficient to cover eememes gore

This seems to me an attempt at 
bare-faced robbery, and there are undoubtedly thousands of 
motorists who knowingly or otherwise have suffered the same 
treatment, and one such experience can give them a jaundiced, 
if slightly unfair, opinion of the trade as a whole. 

The most effective method of checking this type of sharp 
practice would be the formation of a nation-wide garage asso- 
ciation, membership of which would ensure a fair deal to the 
public, and from which expulsion would mean ruin through 
ostracism. 

Finally, too many garages will not be bothered with pre-war 
cars, unless in the Bentley class, and until more people can 
afford to pay several hundred pounds over the list price for a 
new car, these old faithfuls must remain in the majority, and 
must be kept running.

Sharp Reversal Tactics for Safety 


[63423}—What a pity Mr. Roger North's bee [63333] did not 
an immediate about-turn when it saw the car, say a yard away 
A moment's reflection will show that as the car was doing or 
50 m.p.h. it could never have caught up with the bee which was 
flying at 35 m.p 

If the bee had turned round at point A, one yard ahead of the 
car, and flown ahead of it, it would have reached point B 35/50t! 
of a yard ahead of the car by the time the latter had arrived 
point A. Similarly, when the car reached point B, the bee would 
be 35/50th of 35/50 yards ahead—and so on, the bee always 
being ahead by 35/50th of the previous distance between it 
and the car behind, ad infinitum

USTIN Sevens have secured a niche in what might grandly 
be called British motoring history. Not content with 
building this reputation, they continue to give good, re- 

liable service to thousands of motorists who are more concerned 
with economy than high performance. This 1938 saloon, sup- 
plied for test by Elite Motors (Tooting), Ltd., 951-961, Garratt 
Lane, Tooting Broadway, London, S.W.17, appeared to have 
been looked after carefully. The cellulose was the original black 
except for the front wings having been resprayed at some time. 
It was all clean and virtually free from rust. The interior had 
suffered somewhat from age, but the green upholstery was sound 
and the black rubber floor covering intact. All the seats were 
comfortable 
Naturally, the speedometer mileage could not be taken as 
necessarily the total on a car of this age. -Nevertheless, the 
engine’s appearance confirmed the claim that decarbonization 
been carried out recently. It was very clean and used no 
measurable quantity of oil during the test. A new petrol pump 
was noticed and the carburettor appeared to have been fitted 
fairly recently. General performance was good, the car being 
lively in ordinary road work. The speedometer was remarkably 


accurate, reading only 1 m.p.h. fast at a true 45 m.p.h. Oil 
pressure remained satisfactory during testing, reading 74 Ib at 
30 m.p.h. with the engine really hot. 

The gear box had retained its synchromesh action on top and 
third gears. Second gear seemed rather worn and occasionally 
resisted silent engagement. The gear box and transmission pro- 
duced a fairly considerable whine and combined to dissuade 
the use of high road speeds on first acquaintance with the car. 
However, no noticeable backlash existed. Steering gear wear 
was present and, although this did not seriously affect normal 
motoring, it was responsible for some excess sway on such really 
bad surfaces as tramlines set in cobbles. The suspension was 
good, little pitching being experienced. 

The braking efficiency of this model did not at its best com- 
pare favourably with that of modern systems, but both the hand 
and foot controls worked properly on this car. No real “bite” 
was available, but fairly heavy pedal pressure produced sufficient 
braking power in emergency. There was a slight tendency for 
the car to pull to the right when the brakes were applied heavily. 
The tyre treads were all fairly good but, being retreads, the 
walls had seen longer use and were not in such good condition. 

All the instruments and accessories worked, including the 
ammeter, oil pressure gauge, horn and Trafficators. The petrol 
gauge was erratic in the lower range. Rattles were rather 
prominent, primarily, it seemed, because of some looseness in 
the collapsible exterior luggage carrier folded into the spare 
wheel compartment. The engine started instantly even after 
standing outside all night, and without such precautions as 
priming the petrol pump.

DEMAND always exists for a big, comfortable car with 
good performance provided at a relatively reasonable 
price. Such a car is the Humber Super Snipe, an early 

1949 version of which was provided for test by the Phoenix 
Motor Co. (Surrey), Ltd., Phoenix House, High Street, Sutton, 
Surrey. Outwardly the car did not suggest that it was more 
than two years old. The metallic gunmetal type of finish was 
undamaged and very clean. Similarly, all the chromium plating 
had avoided any attacks by rust. The grey leather upholstery 
was unstained, showing slight wear only on the driving seat. 
The grey carpets were virtually unworn. Some cracking of the 
finish of the polished wood facia was noticeable. 

A fairly vivid performance, associated with approximately 
60 b.h.p. per ton, was found in driving. Some of the ability 
to reach high speeds in the intermediate gears was not so readily 
available as one might expect from the Super Snipe, but the 
tremendous pulling power at any speed in top gear was as 
noticeable as ever. The car would pull away from any speed, 
even when it was going so slowly that the speedometer was not 
registering. At high speeds, in the seventies, some fairly con- 
siderable vibration was felt. Some optimism was discovered 
in the speedometer, which indicated 32 at 30 m.p.h. true speed 
and 53 at 50 m.p.h. 

Throughout the test the car steered with great precision, no 
noticeable steering wear being apparent after its 13,000-odd 
miles. On corners, handling the car was always a pleasure for 
the driver owing to the excellent stability. There was nothing 
to suggest that the spring dampers and suspension generally 
were not fully backing up the steering. 

Gear changing, with the steering column control, was smooth 
and light. Synchromesh action had been unaffected by previous 
use and no undesirable sloppiness in the linkage was detectable. 
The brakes were particularly impressive. Light pressure on 
the pedal was translated into very powerful braking, with no 
trace of pulling to either side. All five tyres showed some wear, 
but a decidedly useful amount of tread remained. No rattles 
were audible. 

All the instruments worked properly and it was noticed that 
in spite of the nature of the test procedure, and the warm 
weather at the time, the water temperature did not rise above 
75 deg C. Twin fog lights were fitted as standard and as well 
as a cigar lighter in the facia, there were three ash trays and 
other refinements, including an interior light which was auto- 
matically switched on whenever a door was opened. A supple- 
mentary spot light was fitted within the driver’s reach, just 
outside the right screen pillar. The interior heater and demister 
were powerful and easily operated. 

In a special cqupanmane under the floor of the luggage locker 
was a full set of hand tools and everything necessary for wheel 
changing, tyre inflating, and so on. The handle of the locker 
lid was loose. This model was fitted with an automatic mixture- 
enriching device for starting from cold, and an immediate start 
was obtained at all times.
